Tue proceedings of the Committee of the Incorpor- 
ated Society at their monthly meeting on yesterday, 
afford a striking proof how much more highly men 
value names than things, and how slight is the 
chance, in this country, of mere reason and justice 
prevailing against the opposition of a good popular 
cry. The lesson is all the more instructive from the 


gentlemen whom one must presume to be selected 
for their office on the grounds of superior intelligence 
and education, and who certainly had no private in- 
terest to mislead their judgment in the matter on 
which they deliberated. They are respectable and 
well-meaning men; they zealously desire, we are 
sure, to promote the efficiency of the society over 
which they preside: but whether they possess those 
qualities of discernment and courage which are so 
eminently required at the present day by those who 
undertake to manage or meddle with educational in- 
stitutions, we shall very quickly put our readers in 
a position to judge. 

The object of the Incorporated Society, we must 
inform the reader, is the promotion of Pro- 
testant schools in Ireland. Originally it was a prose- 
lytizing institution, having been founded in 1733, for 
the purpose, as stated in their charter, of instructing

the Irish natives “in the English tongue and in the 
fundamental principles of true religion.” In the 
early part of this century the schools gradually lost 
their proselytizing character, and are now exclusively 
schools for the education of members of the Estab- 


small value, scattered through different parts of Ire- 
land, and worth in the aggregate between £6,000 
and £7,000 a year. Out of these funds are 
maintained eight boarding and twelve day 
schools, situated in Dublin, Santry, Athlone, 
Celbridge, Dundalk, Kilkenny, Clonmel, Sligo, Ros- 
common, Arklow, Cashel, &c. The total number ot 
day scholars on the rolls at present is 600; that of 
foundationers, 400. Children are elected on the foun- 
dation of the country schools by means of their supe- 
rior answering at a competitive examination, and a 
subsequent competitive examination transfers them 
to the head school at Santry, a place in which is re- 
garded as an Exhibition, and the scholars of which 
are, of course, the élite of the children educated by 
the Society. 

Now there is in existence a rule, of old date we 
presume, by which this excellent system of open com- 
petition is limited to those childreu who have been 
educated for at least one year at a school in which 
the Scriptures are daily read. As the schools are 
intended solely for Protestants, no great objection 
perhaps could be raised to this rule if it were not for 
the harsh and indeed violent interpretation put on it 
by the committee. This interpretation is not merely 
that no day is to elapse without the Scriptures being 
read aloud in school, but that no pupil on the roll is 
permitted to absent himself from the reading. Thus, 
supposing a single Roman Catholic child is on the 
school-roll and is excused, in consequence of his 
parent's religious objections, from attending at 
the Scripture lesson, that circumstance is quite 
enough to disqualify all the other children---Pro- 
testant children, be it observed, and Scripturally 
instructed children---from competing for any place on 
the foundation of the Incorporated Society. It was 
the question of the maintenance of this rule, or rather 
of its undue interpretation, that occupied the com- 
mittee yesterday, and it isto the Hon. and Rev.Somerset 
Maxwell and the Rev. Professor Jellett, of T.C.D.

Austria against such inflammatory language;

listen to them, that the first desire of the Holy Father's 
heart was to be left alone with his children. The op- 
portunity has now occurred by which the fears of the 
friends of peace and the confidence of the protectors of 
Italian Princes was to be tested. Lom y is not 
quite divested of troops, although so large a host has 
gone forth to occupy Piedmont. Mantua is as strong 
and as able to stand a siege as that fortress was in 1796, 
and its numerous and well-appointed garrison might 
be supposed well able to overawe any open territory 
some twenty or thirty miles to its south. There is no 
lack of pressing cause for immediate fear to any people 
who should attempt to realize the moment which the 
Congress of Paris foresaw ; but there is a little hope 
that the hands of Austria will be occupied, and a chance 
that her immediate intervention may be stayed. The 
hope is uncertain, and has respect to the future ; the 
consequeuce is decided and immediate. But, in spite of 
these prudential considerations, all Italy gravitates to 
Piedmont. There is no contest,—there is no pause,— 
there is no debate. Events flow on as though they 
were physical facts obeying immutable natural 
laws. Tuscany, Parma, Modena, Massa—States which 
possess districts within sight of Mantua, under the 
guns of Piacenza, and within the rapid reach of Ancona, 
deliberately displace the Austrian Vicegerants who have 
so long ruled them under the semblance of independent 
sovereigns. The Piazza at Florence was the scene of 
the first act of the disintegration of Austrian Italy. In 
early morning the people assemble in that fine old 
square, in the presence of so many glories of Italian 
art, aud in view of that long line of statues of 
illustrious Italians, who have for the most part died 
in. exile or in captivity. Soldiers and citizens are 
mixed in brotherly alliance. There are singing and 
gesticulation and noisy demonstratiens of joy; but 
there is no violence and no fighting. There being 
nó foreign troops present, there is no one to fight 
with. The body guards of the Duke are singing lustily 
in chorus with the crowd; General Ferrari, the Com- 
mander of the Tuscan forces, has found himself a Ge- 
n¢ral without soldiers, and has laid down his insignia of 
cámmand. In an hour the populace have peaceably 
o¢cupied the two fortresses of San Giorgio and San Gio- 
vanni, and have hoisted the tricolour of Italy over the 
Palazzo Vecchio. Then the people issue forth from the 
uare into the streets, pass on to the hotels of the 
ch and Sardinian Ministers, and shout and applaud 
til the Ministers answer their compliments by a speech 
from their balconies, and, lo ! the revolution is complete. 
The same process takes place at Parma as at Florence. 
The moment is supposed to be come when the hand of 
the foreigner is too much occupied to strike, and the 
change takes place as though a natural and legal Sove- 
reign had died and another had come to reign in his 
stead. On Sunday evening there was a demonstration 
of the populace before the Royal Palace, and the officers 
of the forces of the Duchy sought the presence of the 
Duchess and desired leave to unite themselves to the 
army of Piedmont. The Duchess had no choice but 
instant submission. She had her friends, who would 
if it were needed, defend her as a lady who has 
behaved with moderation in an nnpopular posi- 
tion; but, this being unnecessary, she had not 
one friend to raise an arm for her as the 
Viceregent of Austria—and so the revolution in 
Parma is also accomplished. Rome is not an exception 
to the general Italian movement. In Rome, also, the 
ple assemble, and the chorus of revolutionary songs 
is heard in the Corso; the French General, also, is much 
complimented and much applauded. But here the 
strange complication of the French position manifests 
itself. The French General soothes, moderates, and at 
last reminds his admirers that popular assemblages are 
forbidden by the Roman laws and by French discipline. 
The Zouaves at Rome significantly threaten to repress 
any too great manifestation of zealous sympathy on the 
of the Roman ple for the Zouaves at Genoa.

Therefore, the process of chymical af- 
finity, whereby Italy was giving off the Austrian ele- 
ment and combining with the Sardinian, has been 
stopped. 

Such has been the history of the dreaded revolution 
which we were taught to expect would, if not firml 
compressed, burst forth in blood and massacre. Such 
has been the first explosion of the long pent up passions 
of savage Italy. But where are the Red Republicans, 
and where are the guillotines ? There has been as much 
blood shed in any English contested election during the 
last week as has been occasioned by these [talian revolu- 
tions, and the deposition and expulsion of three Italian 
Sovereigns. Every telegram closes with the words, 
“Public order has not been disturbed.” And this 
is not the “order” that reigned at Warsaw.” It is 
a noisy peace which is the very opposite of solitude. 
While the citizens and soldiery are _ straining 
their voices in cadences more meludious, no doubt, than 
those which have resounded in the market-places of our 
constitutional electoral towns, there has not even oc- 
curred, so far as the accounts tell us, those little inci- 
dents of blackened eyes and redélened faces that have 
sometimes marked the discussions that took place in front 
of our hustings.

The attempt was at length 
made, but the life-boats were stove in and their 
crews were drowned. After this experiment what more 
was to be attempted ? Escape by means of boats was 
inevitable death ; no help came from shore ; not a stray 
sail appeared on that often crowded sea. 
night gave place to a drearier day./ Hour after hour 
went by in baseless hope, yielding to’ impotent despair. 
But the ship remained on the bank, and they might 
perhaps have been thankful for that. At length it grew 
towards evening, and there seemed every chance that all 
the human beings that remained would endure another 
night like the past one. This seemed bad enough ; 
but how far did that expectation fall short of the 
reality ? Suddenly the ship, “ which had till then 
remained firm on the bank, slipped off by the 
stern into deep water, and commeneed rapidly to 
fill.” We read that “the whale-boat was then 
launched, and a number of the crew rushed into her.” 
The captain, it seems, had yet a hope, that the vessel 
would once more be driven on the bank; he accordingly 
let go his best bower anchor, and kept forty men still 
working at the pumps. The whale-boat meanwhile 
pushed off with all it would contain; several were 
washed out of her; and, as we have said, only twenty- 
three reached the shore. The ship itself, however, 
rapidly settled down; and it is probable that more than 
three hundred remained on the deck, contemplating the 
futility of all their efforts, and reckoning what remained 
to them of life by the progress the vessel made in its 
gradual submerging. Beyond this all is conjecture; the 
whale-boat had pushed off, and brought no record of the 
last moment, when “rose from sea to sky the wild fare- 
well.” Next day, and the day after, camethe sad scene 
of the bodies of those who had been drowned rolled one 
by one upon the shore. Much is told of the barbarity of 
men and women on the coast, some of whom refused to 
rescue the remains, while others stripped them and made 
off with their clothes. No doubt these instances were 
very exceptional, and the coastguard and others appear 
to have done their best in consigning the bodies to a 
decent grave. Whether the captain were intoxicated, or 
incompetent, or how he lost his reckoning in St. George’s 
Channell, does not ap ; he, too, was drowned, and 
the third mate is the chief officer among the survivors ; 
nor does his evidence offer any explanation of the 
disaster. There is no doubt that of late years our own 
emigrant ships have been respectably commanded, and

(From the London Gazette of Friday Evening.) 
BY THE QUEEN.--A PROCLAMATION 
For Encouraging Seamen and Landsmen to enter themselves 
on rd her Majesty’s Ships of War. 

Victoria R.—Whereas it ig our Royal intention to give 
all due encouragement to all rath seamen and landsmen who 
shall voluntarily enter themselves in our service; we have 
thought fit, by and with the advice of our Privy Council, to 
publish this, our Royal Proclaniation ; and we do hereby pro- 
mise and declare, that all such able seamen, fit for our ser- 
vice, not above the age of 45, nor under the age of 20 
years, who shall, on or before the 15th day of June 
next, voluntarily enter themselves to serve in our 
Royal Navy, either with the captains or lieutenants of 
our ~~ = or officers employed in tenders or at rendezvous on 
shore for raising men for the service of our navy, shall 
receive as our royal bounty the|sum of ten pounds each man ; 
and all such ordinary seamen fit for our service, who shall 
so enter themselves as aforesaid, shall receive the sum of five 
pounds each man; and all such ablebodied landsmen, not 
above the ~ ay twenty-five, nor under the age of twenty

(FROM OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lonpon, May 2np. 
The elections of Saturday may be regarded as virtu- 
ally deciding the position of parties in the new House 
of Commons. The returns of the 300 representatievs, 
who are yet to be chosen, will not effect, to any mate- 
rial extent, the result already arrived at. Of that num- 
ber Ireland has to contribute just one-third, and the 


English and Scotch counties the chief of the 
remaining 200. Very little change is ly to take 
place in the representation of these latter constituen- 
cies (the English and Scotch counties), and, even 
with the somewhat anomalous alliances of “ In- 
dependent Opposition” and Ultramontanism,” your 
side of the el is not likely to add more 
than a vote or two to the Government gains. 
If this prove a just supposition, you will find my 
predictions very near the mark indeed. I prophesied 
that the balance, on the losses and gains, in Lord Derby’s 
favour, would not be more than six seats, or twelve votes 
on a division. The returns, so far, as you will have 
seen, exhibit an apparent gain to Government of ten 
seats, namely, twenty-three, against thirteen in which 
their supporters have been ousted by the Liberals. You 
will, however, remember that I said the returns might 
give a larger number for Government than my 
estimate, and that I set down the latter as the 
actual result, after the Election Committee had 
discharged their functions in the investigation of 
the election proceedings. Now, I see no reason for 
changing my opinion in the least. There cannot, for in- 
stance, be a doubt that at Dover the two Liberal candi- 
dates have been ousted by a combination of vio- 
lence and corruption; and it will be somewhat 
strange if the old Admiral, who has been made a 
junior lord at somewhat short of seventy, and his 
civilian colleague, shall retain their seats. In Ber- 
wick and Yarmouth, also, the successful agencies ap- 
= to have been of a questionable kind, and as the 
ds of the Carlton have been expended everywhere 
with a lavish hand, I confess I expect the result wil! 
show my calculation to have been correct to a vote. 
Time, and indeed a short time, will tell. 
If the Government successes should prove to be double 
the amount I look for, however, and shall add twenty- 
four or even thirty to the actual number of their party, 
it might well be asked whether they have not paid rather 
more than the value of their whistle in dissolving Par- 
liament. I believe the mere Carlton subscriptions largely 
exceeded £100,000, to say nothing of the money spent 
by the candidates themselves. e gain of thirty votes, 
if achieved, would have been obtained at a cost of about 
£10,000 per vote ; and one might also conclude that, in 
these circumstances, Sir Robert Walpole’s maxim that 
it was “less expensive to buy members constituencies” 
would prove a sound one even now. At least we have 
had M.P.’s in our time who, I fear, will have proved less 
costly purchases than some of the boroughs bought in the 
present contest. 
As to the state of parties, on any division in 
the new Parliament, it may be roundly estimated that 
the anti-Ministeralists will have a clear majority of, at 
least, seventy to eighty votes. The Government organs, 
amusingly ES” (claiming a gain of forty) refer to the 
division on Lord John Russell's resolutions as evidence 
that the Liberal strength exceeded that of Ministers 
by only thirty-nine, and allege that, therefore, the 
minority of the latter is already converted into a 
majority, though only of one! which would not 
be much to boast of. The real Conservative strength 
in the’ late House was not more than 275, leaving 
a majority of 107 to the Opposition, and that on the 
division alluded to it was owing to the votes of their 
adversaries—partly from a dislike to the particular 
course taken, and partly from apprehension of a disso- 
lution—that Government escaped with the adverse ma- 
jority of only thirty-nine. he gain of fifty votes, 
consequently, would hardly place them ona par with 
the Opposition, and it would take a far larger number 
to enable them to carry on the business of the country 
properly. 

As to foreign affairs, I need say little. The “Se- 
cret Treaty” is denied, officially and semi-officially ; but 
an “agreement” is acknowledged to exist between the 
Czar and the French Emperor. I suppose no sane man 
will imagine that the denial of Prince Gortschakoff or 
any other Russian official is to be credited, in an affair of 
importance, after the downright act of piracy committed 
in the waters of Sinope. It is clear that no secret un- 
derstanding, just now, between the two great European 
despots bodes much good to Europe, and that this 
country must regard such a compact with intense dis- 
trust. The Czar can hardly be supposed to have rushed 
into an alliance with Napoleon IIL, with a view merely 
to conferring freedom on Italy! This would bea strange 
piece of chivalry on the of his Imperial Majesty 
truly. Altogether, the affair is only to be considered as 
one fraught with danger, and if Lord Malmesbury does 
not so regard it other statesmen are more likely to gain 
the confience of the British people.

STATEMENT OF THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT .— 
DECLARATION OF WAR. 

Panis, Tuespay, May 3.—The following is the com- 
munication made by the Government to the Corps Le- 
gislatif this day :—“ Austria, by ordering the entry o 
her army this day into the territory of the King of Sar 
dinia, our ally, has declared war against us. She thus 
violates treaties and justice, and menaces our frontiers. 
All the great powers have protested against this act of 

on. 
“Piedmont having accepted the conditions which 
ought to have insured peace, one asks, What can be the 
reason of this sudden invasion? It is because Austria 
has driven matters to such an extremity that her do- 
minion must either extend to the Alps, or Italy must be 
free to the shores of the Adriatic, for every corner of 
Italy which remains independent endangers the power 
of Austria, Hitherto moderation has been the rule of 
my conduct, but now, energy becomes my first duty. 
“France must now to arms, and resolutely tell 
Europe ‘I wish firmly to maintain my national and 
traditional gow I observe treaties, on condition that 
they are not violated against me. I respect the territo- 
ries and the right of neutral powers, but I boldly avow 
my sympathies with a people whose history is mingled 
with our own, and who now groans under a foreign op- 
pression.’ 
“The object, then, of this war is to restore Italy to 
herself, not to impose upon her a change of masters ; 
and then we shall have upon our frontiers a friendly 
people, who will owe to us their independence. 
“T am about to place myself at the head of the army, 
and leave in France the Empress and my son. Seconded 
by the experience and the enlightenment of the Empe- 
ror’s last surviving brother, she will understand how to 
show herself worthy of the grandeur of her mission. 
“ I confide them to the valour of the army which re- 
mains in France to k watch upon our frontiers, and 
to protect our homes. I confide them to the patriotism 
of the National Guard, and confide them, in a word, to 
the entire people, who will encircle them with that 
affection and devotedness of which I daily receive so 
many proofs. Courage, then, and union! Our country 
is again about to show the world that she has not dege- 
nerated. Providence will bless our efforts, for that cause 
is holy in the eyes of God which rests on justice, hu- 
manity, and love of country and independence.” 


ALLEGED POLICY OF THE FRENCH EMPEROR. 
We translate from the Pays of Tuesday, May 3, which 
is designated and regarded as the organ of the Empire, 
the following from the pen of the well-known M. Granier 
De Cassagnac, its responsible editor, and also a member 
of the Corps Legislatif :— 

“It is not without utility to repeat it: France has 
sent her soldiers into Piedmont to defend our frontier

Men of all parties must say, “Serve the perjured 
Grand Duke right; for, in 1849, he showed himself as 
bad a man as King Bomba, only a great deal weaker and 
more false.” His subjects, the moderate constitutional 
party, drove away the republicans to bring about his re- 
storation and open the way for his return, and he chose 
to come back at the head of the Austrians, himself 
dressed in an Austrian uniform. Even lately in his 
council of ministers, when some advised compliance with 
Corsini’s suggestions, he boasted that in all extreme 
cases he could always rely of the Austrians. Austrian 
he was to the backbone, and his ignominious escape is a 
sure pledge that the Austrians also must decamp. 

The Tuscan movement has immediately been followed 
at Massa, Carrara, and in the Modenese territory, south 
of the Appenines ; all these have also declared for the 
King of Sardinia, so that Victor Emmanuel now lords it 
all over the Mediterranean sea-coast, from Nice to Orbi- 
tello, on the Roman confine. The Duke of Modena may 
now see the good effects of that policy which made him 
enlist galley slaves and all kindsof malefactors for his 
army and police. Notone of them stands by him in time 
of need. He has taken refuge at Modena, where his 
subjects will soon pursue him. We shall soon hear of 
great events in the Legations and Romagna ; and if the 
Pope has not run away by this time, you may be sure it 
is because he has not yet found an opportunity to 


escape. 
one word : the hour has struck for this unhappy 
Italy. Where you see the faces beaming with joy and 
flashing with good courage one meets in this town at 
every step, you would say, “ This is a people who has 
attained its emancipation, and is worthy of it!” 


THE ALLEGED TREATY BETWEEN 
FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 

The Paris correspondent of the Glode states :—* I 
repeat to-day that there is no truth whatever in the 
statement that two treaties, or even one, have been con- 
cluded between France and Russia. The diplomatic 
world in Paris, the o of Government here, and the 
Russian /mouthpiece, Nord, emphatically deny the 
allegation, the object of which is obviously to enlist the 
fears, if not the sympathies, of John Bull for Austria. 
The attitude of Russia is one of strict observance, keep- 
ing an eye on Germany, and fully determined that this 
war shall be confined to its proper arena, south of the 
Alps. Ifany of the petty satellites of Vienna attempt 
to meddle, there is no doubt but the Northern Collossus 
will take effectual means of curing them of that mania.” 


EXCITING SITTING OF THE FRENCH CORPS 
LEGISLATIPF. 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily News, writing 
on Saturday, says: “ The sitting of the Corps Legislatif 
to-day was unusually interesting. The order of the day 
was the debate on the war loan of 500 millions. M. 
Schneider, one of the Vice-Presidents of the Chamber, 
took the chair, in the absence of Count de Morny. The 
Viscount Anatole Lemercier, a well-known ultramon- 
tanist belonging to the party of the Univers, expressed 
a hope that the Em r, the ‘enemy of revolutions,’ 
would protect both the person and the states of the Pope. 
To this significant appeal M. Baroche made an evasive 
answer, which was more significant still. He'said nothing 
about the ‘states of the Pope,’ but assured the honour- 
able member that the French government would 
take care of the ‘security and independence of the 
Holy See.’ Viscount de la Tour Pilchon, ac- 
ting as the spokesman of a meeting of fifty- 
three members, of Orleanist tendencies, which was 
held yesterday at the house of M. de Chambrunne said 
that " y wa Ár the war, and were it not that the 
French army was at this moment actually in the face of 
an enemy, he should certainly have voted against the bill. 
He protested against the policy of letting loose the revolu- 
tion in Italy. When he sat down, after having been 
frequently interrupted, M. Baroche again rose, and 
declared that the. war was purely and simply a de- 
fensive one. M. Jules Favre, who spoke for the 
first time in the present chamber, then delivered 
one of the most telling speeches that this great orator 
ever made in his life. He took the same line of argument 
as that adopted by M. Emile Ollivier the other day, but 
insisted much more pointedly upon the fact, that the war 
had been imagined, provoked, and brought about by the 
Fench Emperor. He contended that unless the war were a 
revolutionary one, having for its object the expulsion of 
the Austrians and the independence of Italy, it was in 
the highest degree criminal. In the course of his speech 
he exclaimed—‘If you really mean to turn the Aus- 
trians out of Italy, we are with you so far; but at 
home there can never be any pact between us and 
you so long as France remains deprived of liberty.’ The 
president here interrupted the speaker. ‘You who have 
been repeatedly proclaimed by universal suffrage.’ M. 
Jules Favre replied, in a voice of thunder, ‘Such an 
answer is out of place to me, a representative of the 
people, who was forcibly from his seat in this 
building on December 2nd.’ The president looked as- 
tonished, bnt said not another word. No representative 
ofgovernment rising to answer M. Jules Favre, M. Nogent 
St. Laurent said a few words which were scarcely listened 
to, and the bill then passed unanimously by the vote of 
247 members.”

THE BELLIGERENT FORCES. 
(From the Paris Correspondent of the Morning Post.) 

The Duke of Wellington used to say “ Respect your 
enemy ;” and, if I am correctly informed, the French 
generals in Piedmont are perfectly aware that Austria 
has an army in fine condition, and which anyhow at 
first will fight well. We must not forget, too, that ever 
since the Crimean war a considerable progress has been 
made in projectiles, the destructive powers of which are 
terrible to contemplate. An Englishman has lately con- 
tracted to supply the Austrian Government with 
some newly invented engines of death, which are to 
surprise the world. hether this gentleman will 
ever get paid for his invention is exceedingly doubt- 
ful; at all events, not only one but several adven- 
turers are now in Vienna offering ingenious cón- 
trivances to destroy human life. There is nothing 
new in this traffic. There were British merchants 
who during the Russian war supplied the enemy 
with material to kill Englishmen. ilitary men co n- 
sider that these inventions will in a great measure 
change the ordinary routine of campaign and siege 
operations. Personal courage is declared now to be 
less necessary on the battle-field than the knowledge 
of how to employ artillery charged with explo- 
re projecti sent from an enemy so far off 
to be imvisible. Of course two can play at 
the same awful game of death and destruction ; but 
the question remains—who is the best educated in 
this modern art of warfare? The Austrian army is 
said to be in fine condition by people who have seen 
those masses of men collected from various nations 
and gathered together at the expense of bankruptcy 
and the happiness of many millions of human beings.

The French as 
they descend upon Susa and push forward to Turin, 
are directly confronting the Austrians on their march

facility. Sooner or later—in fact, very soon 
in —the belligerents would meet, and an en- 
gagement on a large scale would ensue.

The 
Sardinians, therefore, while they cluster in force about 
their citadels to the South of the Po, have in their rear 
the support of a powerful French army within fifty miles’ 
distance. 

The Austrians are thus op OY two bodies of the 
enemy—one directly facing t at Turin, and drawing 
daily reinforcements from the passes of the Alps ; and 
another at Casale and Alessandria, flanking their march, 
and recei succours from a distinct base of operations 
at Genoa. By crossing their frontier at its Northern 
extremity, as they have done, they might occupy the 
Northern districts of Sardinia; or, if they descended 
thence upon the Po, they might get the Sardinian army 
in front of them, but they would then have the army of 
the Alps upon their right. They must, in short, ad- 
vance in any case against two lines of foes posted at 
right angles to each other; and, for simplicity’s sake, 
we may consider these lines to be represented by the 
river Dora Baltea, running from North to South by 
Ivrea, and the Po, running from West to East by Casale 
—Turin being pretty nearly at the angle. 

All the places named, be it understood, lie within a 
comparatively small compass, From Arona, the point 
occupied by the Austrians in the North, to Genoa, on 
the seaboard to the South, the distance is about 110 
miles, or very nearly the same as from Susa to Buffalora. 
From Genoa to Alessandria it is only forty-six miles, 
and from Alessandria to Turin less than sixty. From 
Susa to Turin, again, the distance is but thirty-three 
miles ; so that in their two principal positions of Turin 
and Alessandria the Sardinians are, in the one case, 
within forty, and in the other within fifty miles, of their 
powerful allies. The Austrians, too, would be equall 
near their resources. Novara is above five miles: 
Mortara about ten miles, and Vercelli but 
some twenty miles, from the Lombard frontier, 
and these are the points at which the first 
collision may be anticipated. The great fea- 
ture, however, of the campaign, as far as it can 
be comprehended at present, is the double base of ope- 
rations from which the Sardinians and their allies are 
proceeding ; and. if the Austrians find themselves in 
strength sufficient for such a plan, it is not improbable 
that they also may divide their forces, so that the 
troops now said to be at Mortara may advance towards 
the South, and those at Novara towards the West. It 
will not have escaped notice that the Austrians are 
said to be particularly strong at Mortara, while the Im- 

Guard, the select corps of the French army, is at 
enoa. These dispositions would seem to indicate that 
the hardest struggle is expected ‘on the line to Genoa 
rather than on the line to Turin, but this is a point on 
which we can hardly remain long in the dark. In the 
interval we can only be too sure that war, in so narrow 
a field, and between armies so powerful and so fiercel 
animated, will lose none of those horrors from whic 
civilization revolts in despair.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH, Wepwyespay, May 4. 
(Before the full Court. 
PHE PHCENIX PRISONERS. 

At the sitting of the court on — morning, their 
lordships delivered — in the case of the Queen v. 
Daniel M‘Carthy and others. 

Mr. Justice Hayes said that in these cases applications had 
been made to the court that the defendants should be admitted 
to bail. The applications were addressed to the common law 
jurisdiction of the court, and were granted on the affidavits of 
the prisoners, and of the — who acted as the attorney 
of the prisoner in one of these cases. These affidavits were 
offered in order to satisfy the court that if bail were 
taken, the prisoners would be forthcoming to take their 
trial, and, as an additional inducement, the defendants 
insisted that by reason of the course pursued in the court 
below, accordi to which their trials were postponed, 
they had suffered hardships which ought to re- 
commend them to the favourable consideration of the 
court. The learned judge then et wn to state briefly the 
facts of the case, which are familiar to the public. The 
present applications were made, grounded on affidavits, in 
which it was stated that the applications for the postponement 
of the trials were made by the law officers of the crown, 
without any reason being assigned op affidavit, and in the 
assertion of a mere prerogative right, that they were made 
without any previous intimation to the prisoners, who 
were ready for their trials, and had incurred serious expense 
in the preparation of their defence. An affidavit had been made 
by Sir Matthew Barrington to resist the motion, in which he 
stated that the prisoners were charged with being members of a 
treasonable association which had extensively prevailed in the 
counties of Cork and Kerry, and set forth the informations which 
had been taken against them. Now, it was beyond all dispute or 
controversy that the Court of Queen's Bench, as the highest tri- 
bunal of criminal jurisdiction, had full er to admit to 
bail, no matter how serious the offence might be, murder or 
treason itself not excepted. For this proposition the learned 
judge referred to Hales’ Pleas of the Crown and other autho- 
rities? What was the remedy proposed by the Habeas Corpus 
Act? Simply this, that, after the prisoner a ed on the 
first day of the assizes, the prosecutor should be obliged to 
have him indicted at the assizes, and tried at that or at 
the next assizes, unless he could show on affidavit good 
cause for the delay. The learned is guoted a num- 
ber of authorities, English and Irish, on the subject, 
and said if the prisoner had failed to make his case on the 
Habeas Corpus Act he had no reason to complain if the court, on 
reading the eer gg 3 oe it right to order the post- 
ponement of the trial. e true question to be decided was 
whether, in the exercise of its common law power and dis- 
cretion, the court thought that the prisoners should be ad- 
mitted to bail. The principle was similarly laid down in 
England and in Ireland--in 9th Dowling’s Practice Cases in 
the Queen v. Gallagher, 7th Irish Common Law and 
other cases to which the learned j referred. prin- 
ciple was whether the prisoner was likely to be forthcoming 
to take his trial if he were admitted to bail; and in consider- 
ing this, three thi were to be taken into account, viz. :

THE LATE DISASTROUS SHIPWRECK. 
(From the Wexford Independent. ) 

An inquisitiou was held on Saturday, by John Thomas 
Brownrigge, Esq., coroner, on the body of a female, No. 1, 
lying in the boat-house at Ballyconigar. 

After having examined five witnesses, the coroner 
addressed the jury, who after due deliberation returned 
the following verdict: —“ That the deceased female No. 1, 
lying dead in the boat-house at Ballyconigar, came by her 
death by drowning. We are of opinion that she was a 
passenger from the emigrant ship Pomona, that was 
wrecked on Blackwater Bank, on Thursday, 28th inst. 
In recording this verdict we must express surprise that 
with a most favourable wind and tolerable weather that 
this ship should have gone so much out of her vourse, 
We have no proof of drunkenness, bnt most heartily we 
condemn that portion of the crew which deserted their 
passengers, occupying the boats to the exclusion of 
women and children. We respectfully call for a further 
inquiry by the Lords of the Admiralty, and recommend 
in future that seamen surviving the loss of their ship 
ought to be detained until due inquiry be made into the 
particulars of the case.” 

FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 

A correspondent of the 7imes says: At the present 
time the following reminiscence of former days may not 
be without use, and will suggest various reflections in 
relation to the new alliance between France and Russia. 
I copy it from a Gennes entry in a pocket-book of 
1813 :-— 

“ Gazette, St. Petersburg, April 20, 1813.—In confor- 
mity to the directions issued by government for the 
complete destruction of the dead bodies of men and horses 
belonging to the enemy, which fell in battle or perished 
from the cold, and had not been committed to the earth, 
the following reports have been transmitted by the 
governors of different provinces :—‘ In the government 
of Minsk, up to the end of January, 18,797 dead bodies 
of men, and 2,746 of horses, had been burnt ; and there 
still remained to be burnt, of the former, 90,106, and 
of the latter, 27,316, the greater part of which were 
found on the banks of the Beresina. In the government 
of Moscow, up to the 15th of February, 49,754 dead 
bodies of men and 27,894 of horses had been burnt, be- 
sides a number of others that were buried. In the go- 
vernment of Smolensk, up to the 2nd of March, 71,735 
dead bodies of men, and 51,430 of horses, had been com- 
mitted to the flames. In the government of Wilna, up 
to the 5th of March, 72,202 dead bodies of men, and 
9,407 of horses had been put under ground. In the go- 
vernment of Kaluga, up to the 11th of March, 1,017 hu- 
man corpses and 4,384 dead horses had been burnt. The 
sum of the whole was 213,516 human corpses and 25,816 
dead horses, exclusive of many others either burnt or 
buried, of which no account was taken. The strictest 
measures have been taken for destroying, before the a 
proach of spring, the dead bodies that may be found in 
the rivers or woods.’— From the Times of May 22, 1853,”

gaols fought battles with their turnkeys, and the ma- 
jesty of the law fired blunderbusses in among them, 
loaded with rounds of shot and ball ; thieves snipped off 
diamond crosses from the necks of noble lords at Court 
drawing-rooms ; musketeers went into St. Giles’s to 
search for contraband goods, and the mob fired on the 
musketeers, and the musketeers fired on the mob; and 
nobody thought any of these occurrences much out of 
the common way. In the midst of them, the hangman, 
ever busy and ever worse than useless, was in constant 
requisition ; now stringing up long rows of miscellaneous
